CREDENTIALS COMITE - SOUTH AFRICA'S CREDENTIALS 
COMITE SEPT. 27 RECOMMENDED THAT GA REJECT CREDENTIALS 
SUBMITTED BY SOUTH AFRICA, BY ADOPTING SENEGALESE PROPOSAL 
5(CHINA, PHILIPPINES, SENEGAL, USSR, TANZANIA)-3(BELGIUM, 

COSTA RICA, US)- 1 (VENEZUELA). SENEGALESE REP ALSO PROPOSED 
COMITE DEFER DECISION ON KHMER CREDENTIALS PENDING GA S 
CONSIDERATION OF MATTER, AND CHINESE REP SUPPORTED HIM. TANZANIA 
PROPOSED COMITE'S REPORT SHOULD BE CONSIDERED BY GA PLENARY 
IN A.M. SEPT. 30. AS OF OPENING OF MEETING 109 MEMBER STATES 
HAD SUBMITTED CREDENTIALS. 

FALL (SENEGAL),IN PROPOSING THAT COMITE EORMALLY REJECT SA 
CREDENTIALS, STATED THAT WE POSITION OF AFRICAN GROUP. HE 
DID NOT ASK FOR EXPULSION OF SA, BUT DISPUTED THAT WHITE MINORITY 
SHOULD 

ARROGATE ALL RIGHTS TO ITSELF IN SA. SALIM (TANZANIA ) 

DECLARED HIS DEL WAS GOING TO WORK FOR EXPULSION OF SA DEL. AMB 
SCHAUFELE OPPOSED APARTHEID BUT STATED POSITION ADVOCATED BY 
SENEGALESE REP WAS DANGEROUS, AND POINTED OUT COMITE'S WORK 
RESTRICTED TO VERIFICATION OF DOCUMENTS BASED ON RULES 
OF PROCEDURE. BELGIUM AND COSTA RICA SUPPORTED US, AND USSR 
AND CHINA ENDORSED PROPOSAL TO REJECT SA'S CREDENTIALS. 

CHAIRMAN INGLES, SPEAKING AS PHILIPPINE REP, SAID COMITE, 

AS GA BODY, HAD TO TAKE GUIDANCE FROM GA, AND IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH GA RES 3151 (XXVIIII) HAD NO ALTERNATIVE BUT TO 
REJECT SA'S CREDENTIALS. 

GA PLENARY- GENERAL DEBATE 

ITALIAN PRESIDENT LEONE SPOKE BRIEFLY TO GA SEPT. 27 IN WHAT 

WAS PRINCIPALLY CEREMONIAL VISIT. LEBANESE FONMIN CALLED FOR CHAPTER 

VII SANCTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL, AND IVORY COAST FONMIN 

ASKED FOR SPECIAL FUND TO AID ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT IN GUINEA BISSAU, 

ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE. OTHER GENERAL DEBATE SPEAKERS WERE 

COSTA RICA, ALBANIA, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, PAKISTAN, MAURITIUS, GABON 

AND CHILE. 

COSTA RICA -FONMIN FACIO, NOTING COSTA RICA'S MEMBERSHIP ON THE 

CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE THIS SESSION, STRESSED THAT NEITHER THE 

UN CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE NOT THE GA HAS THE AUTHORITY TO 

DECIDE ON THE LEGITIMACY OF A GOVERNMENT AND THAT THE FUNCTION OF THE 
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CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE IS ONLY TO JUDGE THE AUTHENTICITY OF THE 
CREDENTIALS DOCUMENTS PRESENTED TO IT. (HE DID NOT MENTION 
EITHER KHMER OR SOUTH AFRICA BY NAME.) CONCERNING THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL, HE STATED THAT ITS PRESENT WAY OF FUNC- 
TIONING (I.E., VETO POWER), THOUGHT NOT IDEAL, IS THE BEST 
ARRANGEMENTTHAT CAN BE ACHIEVED. FACIO OBSERVED THAT INSCRIPTION 
OF THE PALESTINE ITEM ON THE AGENDA MILITATES AGAINST A 
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PEACEFUL SOLUTION TO THE ARAB-ISRAELI SITUATION. HE 
CHIDED THE SECURITY COUNCIL FOR NOT INVOLVING ITSELF IN THE 
CYPRUS PROBLEM AT THE TIME OF THE COUP AND EXPRESSED SUPPORT 
FOR THE EFFORTS OF THE 

SECRETARY-GENERAL TO BRING ABOUT A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. 

(REPEATED INFO SAN JOSE) 

IVORY COAST -FONMIN USHER FOCUSED PRIMARILY ON ECONOMIC 
QUESTIONS AND THE MIDDLE EAST. HE NOTED THAT INFLATION IS NOT CAUSED 

BY INCREASING ENERGY COSTS BUT BY MANY COMPLEX FACTORS 
IN INDUSTRIAL NATIONS. HE WELCOMED A FAIR PRICE FOR OIL 
BUT ASKED FOR DUE REGARD FOR THE FRAGILE ECONOMIES OF 
DEVELOPING STATES. USHER SAID THE THIRD WORLD MUST DISPLAY 
SOLIDARITY IN SEEKING A SELLER'S MARKET FOR ALL RAW MAT- 
ERIALS AND CANNOT BE CONTENT WITH PRESENT TERMS OF TRADE. 

HE CALLED PRODUCERS' ASSOCIATIONS "ESCAPE VALVES" 

BUT SAID THAT A NEW ECONOMIC ORDER DEMANDS MORE THAN THESE 
NARROW AFFILIATIONS. USHER'S REMARKS ON THE MIDDLE EAST INCLUDED 
A 6 POINT ANALYSIS OF THE PALESTINE PROBLEM. HE ASKED 
THE GREAT POWERS TO SUBORDINATE THEIR STRATEGIC CONCERNS TO THE 
ACHIEVEMENT OF JUSTICE FOR BOTH ISRAELIS AND PALESTINIANS. 

HE CALLED FOR A SOLUTION IN CYPRUS THAT WOULD NOT CREATE A 
STATE OF "PERMANENT INSURRECTION " AND ASKED MEMBERS TO SUPPORT 
THE SECRETARY-GENERAL IN ARRANGING WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN 
TROOPS. USHER HAILED PORTUGUESE DECONONIZATION AND ASKED FOR A 
SPECIAL FUND TO AID ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT IN GUINEA-BISSAU, ANGOLA 
AND MOZAMBIQUE. HE HAD HARSH WORDS FOR REBEL SETTLERS IN LOURENCO 
MARQUES BUT NOTED WITH SATISFACTION THAT SOUTH AFRICA 
HAD REFUSED TO INTERVENE. HE SAID THAT HE HOPED SOUTH 
AFRICA WOULD FOLLOW PORTUGAL'S EXAMPLE AND ACCORD INDEPENDENCE 
TO NAMIBIA SOON. (REPEATED INFO ABIDJAN) 

ALBANIA -FORMIN NASE REPEATEDLY SCORED THE US AND THE USSR FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THEIR "IMPERIALIST, HEGEMONIC DESIGNS," TO WHICH HE ATTRIBUTED 
PERSISTENT WORRLD WIDE ECONOMIC ILLS AND TENSIONS. HE 
NOTED THAT THE PRC IS AN IMPORTANT POSITIVE FACTOR FOR PEACE AND SE- 
CURITY, AND PRAISED CHINESE SUPPORT OF LIBERATION EFFORTS AND ITS 
STAND AGAINST "SUPERPOWER HEGEMONY." NASE SAID THAT CLAIMS 
OF PEACE IN EUROPE HIDE MANY PROBLEMS, AND WARNED AGAINST 
THE DANGER OF FRIENDLY OVERTURES TOWARD THE BALKANS ON THE PART 
OF THE SUPERPOWERS. HE CITED CYPRUS AS AN EXAMPLE OF 
SUPERPOWER INTERFERENCE TO FURTHER THEIR IMPERIALIST DESIGNS FOR 
CONTROL OF THE MEDITERRANEAN. NASE CALLED ON THE UN TO CEASE 
ITS DISCRIMINATORY ATTITUDE TOWARD THE PRG, AND TO ADMIT THE GRUNK 
AS THE ONLY LAWFUL CAMBODIAN GOVERNMENT, EXCLUDING THE 
"PHNOM PENH CLIQUE, SINCE IT REPRESENTS NOTHING." 
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LEBANON- 

DESPITE SOME ENCOURAGING DEVELOPMENTS IN EASING WORLD TENSIONS 
DURING THE PAST YEAR, FONMIN NAFFAH NOTED THAT THERE ARE STILL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SOME IMPORTANT PROBLEM AREAS, INCLUDING THE QUESTION OF 
CYPRUS AND THE DISARMAMENT FIELD. DEALING AT LENGTH WITH THE 
SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST, NAFFAH CHARGED THAT ISRAEL 
CONTINUED TO DEFY THE CONDEMNATIONS OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY. HE SAID THAT THE SO-CALLED 
"PREVENTIVE ACTIONS" BY ISRAEL IN LEBANON WERE AGGRESSIONS 
AGAINST THE LEBANESE STATE AND ONLY SERVED TO ENLARGE AND 
AGGRAVATE THE CONFLICT. IN LIGHT OF THIS DEPLORABLE SITUATION, 
HE INDICATED THAT LEBANON WAS BEING FORCED TO RETHINK THE 
ROLE OF THE UN AS A GUARANTOR OF PEACE. HE CALLED ON THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL TO IMPOSE SANCTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL UNDER 
THE PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER VII OE THE UN CHARTER. MOREOVER, 

HE ASKED FOR A MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT BASED ON ISRAELI 
WITHDRAWAL EROM ALL TERRITORIES OCCUPIED SINCE JUNE, 1967, 

AND RECOGNITION OE THE "NATIONAL AND POLITICAL RIGHTS" OF 
THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE. 

IN DISCUSSING ECONOMIC PROBLEMS, HAFEAH STATED THAT THE 
CURRENT WORLD ECONOMIC DISEQUILIBRIUM NECESSITATES A 
REVISION OF THE EXISTING INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. 
COMMENTING FAVORABLY ON THE RESULTS OF THE UNGA SIXTH SPECIAL 
SESSION, NAFEAH ALSO UNDERSCORED THE IMPORTANCE OE THE EURO- 
ARAB DIALOGUE, AND, SPEAKING ON BEHALF OF ALL THE ARAB 
GOVERNMENTS, EXPRESSED ARAB "DETERMINATION TO MAKE THIS 
DIALOGUE CONSTRUCTIVE, USEFUL FOR ALL PARTIES, AND BENEFICIAL 
TO THEIR MUTUAL INTERESTS". (REPEATED INFO BEIRUT) 

ITALY- 

IN WHAT WAS PRINCIPALLY A CEREMONIAL VISIT, PRESIDENT LEONE 
URGED THE MEMBERS OE THE UN TO ACT TOGETHER TO SOLVE WORLD 
PROBLEMS. HE RE-AFEIRMED ITALIAN SUPPORT FOR THE PRINCIPLES 
OF THE UN BUT OEFERED NO NEW INITIATIVES OR OBSERVATIONS. 
(REPEATED INFOR ROME) 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC- 

IN A WELL-ORGANIZEDDISCOURSE WHICH CONCENTRATED ON 
HEMISPHERIC RELATIONS, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC EONMIN GOMEZ BERGES 
NOTED THAT "THE NEW DIALOGUE" BETWEEN AMERICAN STATES MAY 
BE A MODEL THAT ALL STATES WILL RECOGNIZE AS ESSENTIAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO REGIONAL RELATIONSHIPS. HE EXPRESSED GRATIEICATION AT THE 
RECENTLY INITIATED NEGOTIATIONS TO REVISE THE PANAMA CANAL 
TREATY. HE DESCRIBED THESE AS A STEP FORWARD IN MAKING 
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CONCRETE THE NEW DIALOGUE AND IN RESPONDING POSITIVELY TO THE 
MOST DEEPLY PELT ISSUES AMONG LATIN AMERICANS. GOMEZ CITED 
THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC'S AGRICULTURAL PROGRAM, WHICH SEEKS TO 
PROVIDE AN INCENTIVE POR RURAL WORKDERS TO STAY ON THE LAND 
AND INCREASED PRODUCTION, AS A MEANS TO HELP SOLVE ECONOMIC 
PROBLEMS THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. (REPEATED INPO SANTO DOMINGO) 

PAKISTAN-DEPENSE AND POREIGN AFPAIRS MINISTER AHMED 
VOICED GRAVE CONCERN OVER INDIA'S DETONATION OP A NUCLEAR 
DEVICE. HE OBSERVED THAT THERE IS NO DIPPERENCE BETWEEN 
EXPLOSIONS POR PEACEPUL AND MILITARY PURPOSES, AND EXPRESSED 
PEAR THAT THE INDIAN EXAMPLE MAY LEAD TO PURTHER PROLIPERATION. 
AHMED SAID SECURITY ASSURANCES BY NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES TO 
NON-NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES, SUCH AS THE JUNE ISLAMIC CON- 
PERENCE RECOMMENDED, ARE NECESSARY. HE ALSO PUT IN PLUG FOR 
SANFZ PROPOSAL WHICH, HE SAID, IS MODELED AFTER TREATY OP 
TLATELOLCO. AHMED DESCRIBED THE POLTICIAL SITUATION IN 
THE SUBCONTINENT AS "PROGRESSING TOWARD NORMALCY " AND STATED 
THAT BOTH BANGLADESH AND PAKISTAN RECOGNIZE THAT THEY 
"MUST RISE ABOVE THE TRAGIC EVENTS OP 1971 AND WORK FOR A 
FRIENDLY AND COOPERATIVE RELATIONSHIP" HE REPERRED BRIEPLY TO 
PAKISTANI DISAPPOINTMENT THAT RELATIONS WITH AFGHANISTAN 
ARE PRESENTLY STRAINED. ON ECONOMIC ISSUES AHMED PRAISED SOME 
OIL PRODUCING COUNTRIES (IRAN, SAUDI ARABIA, ABU 
DHABI, KUWAIT, VENEZUELA) FOR THEIR EFPORTS TO AID 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES MOST SEVERELY APPECTED BY INPLATION. 

HE DEPLORED LACK OP PROGRESS TOWARD THE NEW ECONOMIC ORDER 
AND CALLED ON THE THRID WORLD TO "DEVELOP ECONOMIC AND 
TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG ITS OWN MEMBERS." 

IN A RIGHT OP REPLY, INDIAN REPRESENTATIVE OBSERVED THAT THERE 
CAN BE NO NUCLEAR FREE ZONE UNLESS ALL STATES IN THE AREA AGREE 
TO IT. (REPEATED INPO ISLAMABAD, DACCA, NEW DELHI, KABUL) 

MAURITIUS- 

THE MAURITIAN ADDRESS WAS DELIVERED BY SIR ABDUL RAZAK 
MOHAMED, MINISTER OP HOUSING, LANDS AND PLANNING. CALLING THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INDIAN OCEAN "THE SCENE OF DANGEROUS RIVALRIES," HE SAID 
ANY DECISION BY THE US AND UK TO EXTEND COMMUNICATIONS 
AND MILITARY PACILITIES ON DIEGO GARCIA WOULD BE "A 
PLAGRANT VIOLATION" OP THE UN RESOLUTION DECLARING THE INDIAN 
OCEAN A ZONE OP PEACE. HE APPEALED ESPECIALLY TO THE US TO 
RECONSIDER ITS INDIAN OCEAN POLICY, BUT MADE NO MENTION OP 
THE USSR BY NAME. SIR ABDUL ALSO CALLED POR A COMPREHENSIVE 
NUCLEAR TEST-BAN AND DECLARED MAURITIAN SUPPORT FOR NUCLEAR 
PREE ZONES IN CERTAIN UNSPECIFIED AREAS. ON ECONOMIC MATTERS, 

SIR ABDUL ADVOCATED A MORE CONCRETE ROLE FOR THE ECONOMIC 
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COMMISSION FOR AFRICA, PARTICULARLY IN THE FIELD OF TECHNOLOGY 
TRANSFER. HE ALSO ENDORSED A 200-MILE COASTAL 

ZONE OF ECONOMIC SOVEREIGNTY AND INTERNATIONAL ADMINISTRATION 
OF THE SEABED. CONCERNING SOUTHERN AFRICA, SIR ABDUL SAID HE 
HOPED REALISM WOULD PREVAIL IN PRETORIA AND SALISBURY. 

HE REAFFIRMED MAURITAIN SUPPORT FOR SWAPO AND CALLED FOR 
ZANU AND ZAPU TO BE INCLUDED IN TALKS WITH IAN 
SMITH. CONCERNING CYPRUS, SIR ABDUL EXPRESSED UNQUALIFIED 
SUPPORT FOR ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS. IN THE MID-EAST, HE SAID 
MAURITIUS FULLY SUPPORTS THE OAU POSITION THAT ISRAEL 
WITHDRAW FROM OCCUPIED TERRITORY AND IN RETURN RECEIVE 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY GUARANTEES. (REPEATED INFO PORT LOUIS)

GABON- 

THE SPEECH BY PAUL OKUMBA D'OKWATSEGUE, BAGONESE 
FONMIN, WAS EXTREMELY GENERAL IN NATURE. OKUMBA GAVE HIS 
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FIRM SUPPORT TO THE DECISIONS OF THE SIXTH UNGA SPECIAL 
SESSION AND DENOUNCED "CERTAIN EFFORTS AT SOWING CONFUSION 
OR DIVERSIONARY MANEUVERS" NOTED THEN. HE REPEATEDLY 
STRESSED GABON'S ADHERENCE TO THE NON-ALIGNED GROUP, AND 
SAID IT IS "ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY" TO REVISE THE UN CHARTER 
SO THAT THE NON-ALIGNED WILL NOT BE AT THE MERCY OF THE 
VETO BY THE MINORITY. (REPEATED INFO LIBREVILLE) 

CHILE- 

PRIOR TO THE START OF FONMIN CARVAJAL'S ADDRESS, DELEGATES 
FROM ALL THE COMMUNIST COUNTRIES, WITH THE EXCEPTION OF 
CHINA AND ALBANIA HAD LEFT THEIR SEATS ON THE ASSEMBLY FLOOR. 
DISCUSSING GENERAL ISSUES BEFORE THE UN, CARVAJAL STATED THAT 
MAXIMUM IMPORTANCE SHOULD BE GIVEN DURING THIS SESSION TO 
THE PROBLEM OF PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. IN 
REVIEWING ECONOMIC ISSUES HE ARGUED THAT URGENT ATTENTION SHOULD 
BE GIVEN TO THE REFORM OF THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM 
AND URGED THE ADOPTION OF MEASURES THAT WILL ACCELERATE 
MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS AND A PREFERENTIAL BASIS THAT 
WILL APPLY TO BOTH TARIFF AND NON-TARIFF BARRIERS. 

CARVAJAL THEN DISCUSSED AT LENGTH INTERNAL DEVELOPMENTS IN 
CHILE SINCE THE FALL OF THE ALLENDE GOVT. IN A STRONG BUT 
MODERATELY- WORDED RESPONSE, CARVAJAL UNDERSCORED THE POSITIVE 
NATURE OF RECENT ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND POLITICAL 
ACHIEVEMENTS IN CHILE. RESPONDING TO ALLEGATIONS OF 
THE SUPPRESSION OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE, THE FONMIN NOTED THAT 
THE INTL COMMITTEE OF THE RED CROSS HAS HAD ACCESS TO ALL 
DETAINEES AND REPORTS PERIODICALLY TO ITS HEADQUARTERS IN 
GENEVA. CARVAJAL CHALLENGED HIS COUNTRY'S DETRACTORS 
(WITHOUT MENTIONING THEM BY NAME) TO PERMIT INTERNATIONAL 
GROUPS TO CONDUCT SIMILAR "IN-DEPTH INVESTIGATIONS AND VISITS" 

IN THOSE COUNTRIES. FINALLY, THE FONMIN DENOUNCED THE "IMPUDENT 
INVOLVEMENT" IN CHILEAN INTERNAL POLITICS DURING THE ALLENDE 
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ADMINISTRATION BY "SEVERAL COMMUNIST COUNTRIES".

PHILIPPINE, BRAZILIAN, HUNGARIAN, AND INDONESIAN REPS 
MADE STATEMENTS ON INTL ECONOMIC COOPERATION SEPT 27. 

ROMUALDEZ (PHILIPPINES) GENERALLY PESSIMISTIC ON WORLD ECONOMIC 
OUTLOOK, WARING THAT LDCS ECONOMIC SITUATION WOULD BE WORSENED 
BY INDUSTRIALIZED NATIONS' ANTI-INFLATIONARY MEASURES CURBING 
IMPORTS OF LDC PRODUCED COMMODITIES. HE EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR 
ECOSOC INITIATIVE HARMONIZING IDS WITH PROGRAM OF ACTION, 

AND FOR COUNCIL'S EFFORTS TO ESTABLISH INTL ACCOUNTABILITY FOR 
TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. HE ALSO WELCOMED PRESIDENT FORD'S

FRAZAO (BRAZIL) ECHOED ROUMALDEZ WARNING ON ADVERSE IMPACT

INFLATIONARY MOVES, AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT COMITE TREATMENT OF

COMMENSURATE WITH MAGNITUDE OE PROBLEMS ARISING FROM PROFOUND
